Frozen. 


Curb 300,000 Outlets 
For Home Furnishings, 
Furniture, Dry Goods 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—() 
OPA tonight froze the price mark- 
ups of some 300,000 retailers sell- 
ing clothes, dry goods, furniture 
and house furnishings. The aim, 
the agency explained, is to insure 
that consumers get the benefit of 
lowered factory prices which are 
forthcoming. 

The action was announced by 
Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles as half of the War Pro- 
duction Board-OPA plan to cut 
clothing costs six. to seven per 
cent and “return greater quanti- 
ties of lower-priced goods to the 
civilian market.” 

Each store was frozen to the 
mark-up margin that it had in use 
today, March 19. Price-tagging 
provisions were written into the 
order to help shoppers become 
their own price policemen.

Kelly, who first gave the name 
of William Mezick, told officers 
that he was shot in the back while 
escaping, but eluded guards by 
hiding in the bushes near the 
prison. Oklahoma officials said 
Kelly exhibited scars which he 
declared were the result of beat- 
ings in the Georgia prison. 

The arrest of Kelly on the fin- 
gerprint identification came a few 
weeks after a single print found 
on a venetian blind resulted in the 
arrest and conviction of Horace 
Blalock, Negro, for the baffling 
murder of Henry C. Heinz, At- 
lanta capitalist, who was shot to 
death in the fall of 1943.

Shannon, Ga., Launches 


Rerial Freighter as 
Trial Balloon 


By CARLTON THOMAS 
SHANNON, Ga., March 19.— 
(INS)—A “trial balloon” that may 
well open a new market for south- 
ern textile mills was sent aloft 
today at Shannon. 


A huge American Air Line 
freighter, loaded with 6,000 pounds 
of rayon fabric manufactured at 
the Brighton Mills, Shannon, took 
off from the Russell Auxiliary 
Navy Field, near here, and head- 
ed for New York in the first flight 
of its kind. 

It was the first time a load of 
cloth has ever been flown directly 
from a mill to a processing and 
distribution point. Air Line and 
Brighton Mill officials believe it 
will be the forerunner of a regu- 
lar service between southern mills 
and the Metropolitan area of the 
north. 

To prove its worth, feasibility 
and time-saving: values the load 
that was sent north today was 
given an “extra trip.” It will be 
dyed and stamped in New York 
then flown to Los Angeles, Cal., 
where the dresses will be man; 
ufactured. The trip to the west 
coast is an “extra.” The finished 
product then will be distributed 
to retail points over the nation. 

However, despite the “extra 
crosstountry” flight the time 
usually consumed from the point 
of nianufacture to the retail deal- 
er, will be sliced by one-third, Un- 
der ordinary transportation con- 
ditions it would take approximate- 
ly three :..onths from the time the 
goods left the mills at Shannon 
until the finished product was 
ready for sale at a retail point. 

The complete current flight 
from Shannon to New York-to Los 
Anegeles-to the retail point will 
take but four weeks or less. 

Officials of the Brighton Mills 
pointed out that in the postwar 
period the fabric will be flown 
only to New York where it will 
be made into the finished prod- 
uct and  dlistributed* to retail 
points.

Swiss Agree 
To Break Off 


German Trade 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—(#) 
Lauchlin Currie, White House eco- 
nomic expert, today reported 
“complete success” in his mission 
to persuade Switzerland to break 
off all except symbolic economic 
dealings with Germany. 


Currie, an administrative assist- 
ant to President Roosevelt, has 
just returned from the Alpine 
country and said that these ob- 
jectives had been accomplished: 


1. The Swiss have frozen all 
German assets in the country, in- 
cluding those held through Swiss 
nationals. They are described as 
being fairly substantial in amount. 


2. They have stopped the export- 
ing, importing and dealing in all 
foreign currencies in order to pro- 
vide greater control over enemy 
flight capital which might seek 
refuge in Switzerland. 

3. With certain minor excep- 
tions the Swiss National Bank) 
undertook not to purchase any 
more gold from Germany. 

4. The Swiss government has 
made broad commitments to fa- 
cilitate the restitution of looted 
property to itS proper owners, 
but this will take years to work 
out. By making the commitments 
the Swiss acknowledged the ex- 
istence of such property in Switz- 
erland. 


5. The Swise made a “clearing 
agreement” with the French to} 
help reconstruction by allowing 
France to import from Switzer- 
land more goods than they export 
to Switzerland. 

6. The Swiss have cut off all 
electricity exports to Germany and 
a substantial amount of Swiss 
electricity may be diverted to 
France. A French-Swiss-SHAEF 
committee is studying this. 

7. The Swiss stopped complete- 
ly the shipment through Switzer- 
land of Italian coal on which Gen. 
forces depended 
heavily. No coal has reached Kes- 
selring through Switzerland for 
about a month. Some nonmilitary 
supplies continue to move through 
Switzerland between Germany 
and northern Italy but they are 
very small. 

For their part the Swiss got an 
agreement from the Anglo-Ameri- 
can-French negotiators to bring in 
a quantity of miscellaneous food- 


stuff and industrial raw materials. 
From the United States they will | 
obtain mostly raw materials.

One by one the greater cities of Japan 
feel the might of U.S. air attack. One by 
one they are left, with their important 
central areas burned out, turned into black- 
ened shells of ruin. 


The four great incendiary assaults by 
the B-29s have, so far, been directed 
against the four largest cities in Japan, 
beginning with the largest, Tokyo of more 
than 5,000,000 population. Next came 
Osaka, 2,500,000: then Nagoya, about 
1,000,000, and Kobe, only slightly less. If 
the order according to size is maintained 
we shall hear, in a day or two, of attack 
on Kyoto. ‘There are some 28 cities in 
Japan of 100,000 or more population. There 
are 79 others with populations between 
30,000 and 100.000. If necessary to bring 
Japan to unconditional surrender, we shall 
bestow upon them all, one after the other, 
the same fiery visits we have already made 
upon the four largest. 


Before Pear] Harbor, in all discussions 
about the possibility of war with Japan, 
two points were stressed. One was that. 
ship for ship and gun for gun, our navy 
was superior to the Japanese. That, judg- 
ing by the manner in which the Japanese 
navy avoids contact with our sea forces, 
now seems to be verified. 


Why Should New York 


There has been—and justifiably so— 
naught but condemnation for Mayor Fio- 
rello| LaGuardia’s decision that,: while 
every other city in America must abide 
by War Mobilization Director Byrnes’ order 


of a midnight curfew. New York revelers 


are to be given an extra “hour of toler- 
ance.” 


LaGuardia’s explanation that “a rigid 
12 o'clock curfew just won’t work in New 
York city” is characteristic of a type of 
thinking which hardly does credit to a 
man who, more than once, has been promi- 
nently mentioned for national office. If 
LaGuardia is indeed of the opinion that 
there are factors involved in enforcement 
of the curfew in Manhattan wnich are not 
encountered, in comparatively the same 
degree, in Chicago,.San Francisco, Atlanta 


The second point made was the vul- 
nerability of Japanese cities to fire. The 
downtown areas of Tokyo, Osaka and other 
of the more modern cities are strictly fire- 
proof in construction. Away from the busi- 
ness areas, however, in the teeming sec- 
tions where the people live, the houses are 
flimsy things of wood, paper and bamboo. 
Once fire is started, it spreads like a prai- 
rie blaze through these inflammable areas, 
leaving only charred devastation in its 
wake. 


It is shocking to think of the chousands 
who must be burned to death when the 
incendiary bombs fall. That great areas 
of these residence sections are burned is 
unavoidable. The most perfect precision 


bombing of factories, communications and © 


transportation cannot prevent spread of 
the flames. 


If it is necessary, however, that the 
cities of Japan are, one by one, burned to 
black ashes, that we can, and will, do. 


And with each city thus attacked, we 
remember the treachery of Pearl Harbor 
and find ‘calm satisfaction in the knowl- 
edge that the Japanese of one more city 
have learned there is a bill, which must be 
paid, for treachery, that retribution for 
such a deed is implacable. 


Be the Exception? 


or any other metropolitan area, then he is 
demonstrating a provincialism distinctly 
disappointing to those° who have thought 
him a bigger man. 


Certainly his only other excuse—the 
claim that the midnight curfew threw ap- 
proximately 5,000 night club employes out 
of work—is not a valid one.

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Pacifism Is Threat to Peace 


That blind, unrealistic pacifism can be 
one of the most potent threats to world 
peace was aptly stated in an address by 
Mr. W. B. Stubbs, Emory professor of po- 
litical science, delivered on Monday before 
a gathering of Atlanta Methodist ministers, 


Warning the churches against passing 
of resolutions or other pronouncements 
against peacetime military training or 
military conscription. Mr. Stubbs declared 
that such actions would, unwittingly, tend 
to create a professional and bureaucratic 
military establishment, itself always a 
danger. 


On the other hand. a democratic na- 
tion, with all its young men receiving basie 
military training, is one of the strongest 
deterrents to outside military aggression 
and thus is a great factor in the preserva- 
tion of world peace. 


Under present world conditions, refusal 


by the United States to accept universal 
military training will undoubtedly be re- 
garded by other nations as an indication 
of a return, by this nation, to isolationism. 
It will thus act as an encouragement to 
nations which may yet dream of world 
conquest. 


Not only would opposition to universal] 
military training and excessive, illogic 
pacifism by the churches be dangerous to 


‘this country and to the cause of world 


peace, it would also tend to take away 
from the churches their influence for the 
future and to arouse distrust of them 
among all people. 

It is the simple duty of all good citi- 
zens to work for world peace and one of 
the most effective means of doing this is 
by insisting that the United States shall, 
in future, give all its young men military 
training and keep herself constantly pre- 
pared to repel the first threat of aggression. 
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Ankara a Monument 
- To One Man's Vision 


ANKARA, Turkey.—(By Mail)—From an air- 

plane one may see many majestic sights, but I 

don't think I have ever seen anything so awe- 

inspiring as the Taurus mountains, spread out 14,000 feet below us, 
vast, tortured, snow-covered and defiant. + 

Some of their peaks reach up 16,000 feet and if the day is clear 
your plane flies between the passes so that the plane flying at 
14,000 feet, passes by peaks which tower 2,000 feet higher. 

You look out on great cliffs and down on mighty stretches where 
the snow has lain for thousands of years. Until you have seen this 
sort of snow there is no tinderstanding the poet’s phrase about the 
virgin snow. Also, there is no majesty quite like that of great, 
immense, vast mountains. One may drone on for hour on hour and 
see nothing below that connotes life save now and then a little 
—— clinging to the slope of some lost valley where sheep raisers 
ive. 

The plane brings you, at last, down to 12,000 and then 10,000 
feet and you see the yellow-colored foothills which are very good 
mountains in themselves. Nothing grows on them. Yet 100 years ago 
many of them were thick with forests. You fly on and see Ankara, 
Turkey’s capital city, in a valley. Your plane is then at 10,000 feet 
and must fly down a pass, turn and come back into the valley. You 
see young trees, thousands of them, and green grass around Ankara. 

Yet, within the memory of old men, very old men, these valleys 
once were tree-covered. 

If I had to present a picture of the great destroyer and the great 
denuder of forests, of grass and of shrub, I would not picture war 
or fire or a man with an ax. 

I would picture a sheep or goat herder with his flock. 

The small, knife-like feet of sheep and goats have made more 
deserts than any other factor. Old Europe has thousands of miles 
of deserts made by sheep and goats. They girdle the trees with 
their teeth, their feet knife up the grass by the roots. Soon the 
rains come and the trees die and within the space of a few years 
your sheep and goats have made their beginnings of what is a very 
real desert where erosion has free hand to complete the job. 


Attaturk Ankara is hard by the site of old Angora, Turkey. 

The late Kemal Attaturk, president and dictator of 
Turkey, was one of the most remarkable men of all time. He made 
both Benito Mussolini and Adolf Hitler look like weak sisters in 
the light of sheer accomplishment. He took over after the first 
World War. A completely amoral man, he ran to directness. He 
had no side, no pretenses and no real weakness. He took a de- 
feated, decadent, corrupt Turkey and he literally slapped it in the 
face, shook it by the scruff of its neck and gave it a tremendous 
national pride and will. 

The trees at Ankara are a part of his story. He wanted his 
capital in the interior of Turkey in a place purely Turkish. 

So he picked the plain beside the fortress hill to which clung 
old Angora. The plain was barren. He wanted trees. The ex- 
perts said it could not be done, that the soil, made desert by hun- 
dreds of years of erosion, sheep and goats, would grow nothing. 

Well, the trees, mostly acacia, are there, thousands of therm. 
They are not more than eight years old, or ten at best. They are 
growing slowly. More are planted each year. Slowly they extend 
out on the hills. More and more grass is growing in lawns and 
along sidewalks. It is @ small bit of green and trees against the 


mighty miles long denuded, but it is a start. 

im Ankara is a new city, built since 1918. One man 
New City willed it. It is there, a city of 125,000, with new 
buildings, new hotels, new houses. There is nothing old in Ankara. 
One may drive in a car up to the old fortress, and the old town 
about it, and see in its walls pieces of Greek and Roman temples. 
There was fighting there a thousand years ago. Within the old 
walls are streets too narrow for cars, wide enough only for donkeys 
and small carts. There is age and tradition and history there. But, 
white and red and gleaming Ankara on the rolling plain below is 
new. 

Attaturk did something no other man has been able to do: root 
out religious traditions and customs. He banned the wearing of 
the fez, the robe, such as Moslems wear, and the veil. He ordered 
his people to put on western clothes. He made the tuxedo and the 
evening suit with tails almost formal uniforms. He ordered it and 
he hanged a few, who didn’t obey, to bridges. The rest obeyed. 
To tell the truth, so great was the magic of the man, they wanted 
to follow him. He separated state and church. He insisted on new 
ideas and work. The fact that he was a great drinker of wine and 
raki, that he liked women very much, and was, as I said, completely 
amoral, did not make him any less successful in remaking a whole 
nation. Most Turks weep when they speak of him now. 

It is odd to see Ankara and then to go to Istanbul, on the 
Bosphorus and the Golden Horn. There is an old, old city which 
knew the Crusaders, as bad a lot of looters as the world ever knew. 
It has known much, and even Attaturk could not remake it, even 
though he shook it to his heels and made it fall in line. 

But, going out of Turkey, with the plane headed across the 
Taurus mountains toward the coast of Syria, I knew that the thing 
I should remember best about Turkey were those great, awesome 
mountains, wrapped in snow, with their great peaks reaching up

Let's Make the Best 
Of What We Can Get 


After touring all the grocery and meat mar- 
ket establishments in your neighborhood and 
learning, first hand, about the empty display 

cases, you might pick up your paper and read reports from Wash- 
ington on the food outlook for this country for the next few months, 
or the next year. 

You will come to an inevitable conclusion. That is, we are 
facing a period when we'll have to tighten the old belt and dis- 
cover new ways of making what foodstuffs we can obtain paltable, 
healthful and filling. 

Recently a friend of the Jones family who has a husband who 
has been stationed, in the consular service, in England for a num- 
ber of years, received a letter from said husband. He has recently 
been transferred from his post in England to another consular post 
in Africa. And in his letter he commented on how plentiful and 
how delightful the food is in his new place of residence. 

“The food in England,” he wrote, ‘is healthful enough. It is, 
undoubtedly, good for you. But it is not extremely appetizing and 
it surely grows frightfully monotonous.” 

Well, if reports and present shortages mean anything, they 
mean that we in this country will be experiencing something, 
though not so stringent, of what they have experienced in England 
for four years and more. 

And we might take a few tips from them. 
writes, they have, in fact of drastic, even 
learned to eat sufficient to maintain health, even if they suffer 
under deadly monotony of diet... As a matter of fact, statistics 
show general public health in England has improved under ration- 
ing. There are few cases of sickness from overeating. 

Well, in the first place, the English house- 


Waste Nothing wives have learned to waste nothing. There 
are no scraps that could be made eatable, going into English gar- 
bage cans today. We'll have to change that old habit which gave 
rise to that famous old saying that many.a European family could 
live on the waste an American family throws away. 

The English have created a rule, enforced by public opinion, 
that makes it shameful not to eat every scrap of food on your plate, 
either at home or in public restaurant or other eating place. You 
clean your plate because it is criminal to waste food. That is all. 
We've got to learn it. 

There is a rather unpleasant word, “offal.” There are several 
definitions of the word in Webster, but for our purpose let’s take 
the one which reads, “The waste parts of a butchered animal.” 

The English determined that, short of meat as they were, there 
would be no waste parts, as far as they could help it, of any butch- 
ered animal. With frank realism, they accepted the word “offal,” 
and the government prepared and circulated recipes, gotten up by 
top-rank chefs and dietitians, on how to prepare “offal” so that it 


is eatable. 

. n But this was not all the government 
Dietary Instruction did. It prepared thousands of recipes 
based exclusively on the foodstuffs available under rationing. It 
taught the people, for instance, the best ways in which to use pow- 
dered eggs, when the fresh, in-the-shell variety become scarce. 

It limited the number of courses that could be served in restau- 
rants, hotels, etc., and also placed a ceiling on the amount each 
patron could spend for a meal. 

They had, of course, their black marketers and chiselers, even 
as we have. But, on the whole, the people understood and ob- 
served the rules. And, as said, the result has been a healthier 
nation, even though meals are not so tempting to the appetite. 

And, while I don’t want to see, here, the degree of scarcity 
England knows, it might not be so bad for us if we did, in many 
cases, eat more simple foods and refrain from overloading our 
digestive systems. Our own doctors can ‘tell, you know, of many 
patients who became patients because they ate too richly and too 

reatly. 

: There is an ancient axiom that still holds true—“Many folks 
dig their graves with their teeth.” 

There’ll be food, sufficient for our well-being. But we have 
learned one thing. That is, the American cornucopia of plenty is 
not bottomless, our resources of many things are not inexhaustable. 
We can scrape the bottom of, even, the American barrel. 

So, be careful, don’t waste food, learn to eat what you can get, 
whatever it may be, and always remember that proper digestion 
is always easier when you are in smiling mood than when your 
spirit is filled with acid bile.

FDR Seeks Senate Co-operation 


WASHINGTON.—Since it is just 25 years ago today (March 19, 
1920) that the senate finally defeated the attempt to take the United 
States into the first League of Nations, and a like struggle may be 
just ahead, it is pertinent to compare conditions then and now. 

If President Wilson ever contemplated the possibility that the 
senate might defeat the peace treaty, it was not indicated in his 
preparatory actions. Far from naming even one senator a member 
of the peace conference, there is no evidence that he consulted his 
congressional leaders as to the make-up of the delegation. Nor was 
any Republican included, unless Henry White, a career diplomat 
once fired by President Cleveland to make way for a deserving 
Democrat and later appointed minister to France by President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, could be so classed. 

During the period of decision in the senate—Nov. 19, 1919, when 
the first voting occurred, until March 19, 1920—the President was 
ill, and not even Sen. Gilbert M. Hitchcock, ranking Democratic 
— of the Foreign Relations Committee, was permitted to see 

im. 

A majority of the senate was determined not to ratify the League 
covenant without reservations. The President equally refused to 
agree to any change whatsoever. In the end, 49 senators, more 
than a majority of the whole membership, voted to ratify the treaty 
with the so-called Lodge reservations. Thirty-five senators, includ 
ing all the Wilsonites and a few diehard isolationists, voted “no.” 
A switch of seven of the latter group would have accomplished 
ratification by an exact two-thirds, 56 to 28. 

In contrast, President Roosevelt is going to the utmost lengths 
to insure in advance that the senate will ratify the peace agree- 
ments of this war. More than a year ago the then secretary of 
state, Cordell Hull, began regular consultations with a bi-partisan 
subcommittee of the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, and 
this has continued as to every developing phase of American in- 


ternational affairs. 

Pattern? The delegation for the approaching San Francisco 
’ conference, certainly a pattern for the final peace 

conference, includes four members of congress, two Democrats and 

two Republicans. Of the total of eight delegates, four are Demo- 

crats, three Republicans, and one, Miss Virginia! Gildersleeve, is 

classed as nonpartisan. 

Even more significant may be the drive for senate unity that is 
going on«behind the scenes. Vice President Truman particularly 
is making it his business to feel out and catalogue the sentiments 
of every senator. regardless of party. Mr. Truman intends that the 
administration shall know exactly where it is at, so far as this is 
possible, before the major peace agreements are submitted to the 
sengte. 

In light of actual experience, the Lodge reservations do not 
appear very formidable. The most important of them was.the re- 
fusal to accept Article 10 of the League covenant which, in effect, 
pledged all member nations to go to the military aid of any nation 
that was attacked. The senate insisted that American armed inter- 
vention, and the extent of it, be determined in each instance by 
congress. 

In 1923 the League assembly approved a resolution, one small 
nation alone dissenting, which declared that in enforcement of 
Article 10 it was “for the constitutiona] authorities of each mem- 
ber to decide ... in what degree the member is bound to assume 
the execution of this obligation by employment of its military 
forces.” 

Since this League action was inspired by hope that the United 
States might be persuaded to reverse itself and come in, it is safe 
to assume that the senate reservation with respect to Article 10 
would have been accepted if that body, by two-thirds vote, had 
ratified the covenant, subject to this cond@ion. 

Also, the Yalta compromise on voting procedure in the projected 
security council amounts, in effect, to acceptance of the 1920 Artt- 
cle 10 reservation. Under this plan any one of the five great powers 
could veto sanctions against itself and no military force could be 
applied in any case without unanimous vote of the Big Five. 

Two other 1919 reservations respectively withheld American ad- 
herence to the international labor office and safeguarded the right 
of nations to withdraw from the League. The United States later 
joined the ILO, by congressional action. And a number of na- 
tions, Germany and Japan among them, found it easy enough to 
resign from the League. 

A number of the senate reservations were put up for trading 
purposes and there is little doubt that President Wilson, if he had 
approached the issue in a spirit of compromise, could have ob- 
tained ratification of the League covenant with substantially less 
modifications than the senate majority finally voted.

Thus subsidized, Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt was able to have her 
family without having to go to 
work for a living. Wallace, also

Americans who marry without 
money or with only a few hundred 
dollars for the furniture or a 
down payment on a frame house 
in the suburbs. 

In this plan for 60,000,000 jobs 
there seems to be no provision for 
the preservation of the American 
home and of the integrity of the 
family unit.

The Roosevelt-Wallace. plan ap- 
pears to hold that henceforth as 
many women as. men shall be job- 
holders, a proportion which ob- 
viously threatens the home and 
the birth-rate and invites some 
public mothering service for such 
children as do impvuse on their 
working mothers fcr the favor of 
birth. 

Wouldn’t 40 million workers, 
mostly men, be able to do the 
work and business of that wonder- 
ful new world of the future? 

Roosevelt, as his wife revealed, 
wouldn’t know about this problem 
from personal experience and both 
he and Wallace seem to admire 
the Russian system on the basis 
of the big, rough figures. They 
seem to regard jobs as an end to 
themselves without considering 
why t-e average, normal Ameri- 
can adult male wants a job in the 
first place.

The men aboard an aircraft car- 
rier could be divided, for purposes 
- clarity, into three groups. 

There are the fliers, both offi- 
| cer-pilots and enlisted radiomen 
'and gunners, who actually fly in 
combat. They do nothing but fly, 
and study, and prepare to fly. 
| Then there are the men who 
'maintain the fliers. The air offi- 
icers, and the mechanics and the 
' myriad plane handlers who shift 
and push and manhandle the 
| planes a dozen times a day around 
the deck. 

These men are ordinarily known 
as “airedales,” but the term isn’t 
/}much used on our ship. Usually 
they just call themselves “plane- 
pushers.” 

And third is the ship’s crew— 
the deck hands, engineers, signal- 
men, cooks, plumbers and barbers. 
They run the ship, just as though 
'it were any ship-in the Navy. 
| The fliers aren’t looked upon as 

gods by the rest of the crew, but 
they are respected. Hardly a man 
on the crew would trade places 
with them. They've seen enough 
crash-landings on: deck to know 
what the fliers go through. 

But there is a feeling—a slight 
one—between the ship’s regular 
crew and the air maintenance 
crew. The feeling is on the part 
of the ship’s crew. They feel that 


the plane-handlers think they’re| 


| prima donnas. 


dales is the ones that get all the 
glory. Nobody ever hears about 
us. All we do is keep the damn 
ship going.” 

But, as far as I can see, the 
_airedales haven’t had an awful lot 
of glory. And their job is often 
/a miserable one. Their hours are 
ungodly, and in the pinches they 
| work like fiends. I think the aire-

It is these “plane-pushers” who 
make the flight deck of an air- 
craft carrier look as gay and wild-

They were cloth helmets and 
sweaters that are blue, green, red, 
yellow, white or brown. They 
make the flight deck look like a 
flower garden in June. 

This colorful gear isn’t just a 
whim. Each color identifies a spe- 
cial type of workman, so they can 
be picked out quickly and sent on 
hurried tasks. 

Red is the gasoline and fire- 
fighting detail. Blue is for the 
guys who just push the planes 
around. Brown is for plane cap- 
‘tains and mechanics. White stands 
'for radiomen and the engineering 
_bosses. Yellow is for the plane 


Yellow is what a pilot looks for 


‘the plane directors guide him as 
though they were leading a blind 
man. They use a sign language 
with their hands that is the same 
all over the Navy, and by obey- 
ing their signs explicitly, the pilot 
can taxi his plane within two 
inches of another one 
ever looking at it. 

All the pilots and ship’s officers 
live in “officers’ country” in the 
'forward part of the ship. They 
live in comfortable cabins, hous- 
ing from one to four men. 

The crew lives im compart- 
ments. They are of all shapes and 
sizes. Some hold as little as half 
d dozen men. Others are big and 
house a hundred men. 

The Navy doesn’t use ham- 
mocks‘any more. Every man has 
a bed. It is called a “rack.” It’s

wire springs stretched across it.
